In our issue of April 19th, wa published a 
rauglation of an artiole satting forth the presont 
position of rhea cultivation in the Netherlands 
Indica. Nogroat advance vas recorded towards 
a practical solution of tho \diffloulties attondiag 
the treatment of this fbru, but facts and figures 
sero adducod, in the familiar glowing manner of 
the promoters of publia campanies, to show how, 
in & comparatively short time, the efforts of 
those angaged in the cultivation and preparation 
of rhea, would -be rewarded with a high degree 
af success. The only uncertain element, the; 
2 in the calonlations, appeared to be the appax- 
ent inability of the machines hitherto used for 
decorticating the plant to deal with the work 
with anything like the speed and effeotivencss 
necessary in order "to placa the fibre upon the 
market, in snfficiont quantity, in a odndition fit 
for subjection to taxtile processes. Tha diffioul- 
ty is purely mechanical, and the problem to ‘be 
solved is how to extract the fibre from the plant 
known as rhea or Chinese grass, in ‘such’ way. 
a8 to frov it from a peculiarly vistoas gum. or 
juice which enters very largely into the com- 
position of the vegetable tissue of the stem of 
the plant.
